We might dream forever 
of ideal conditions, but dreams must 
be transformed into decisive action 
before the lives of men can be affect- 
ed. 

The momentous fact is that the 
league has come into being; it has 
emerged from the region of theoret- 
ical speculation, and has taken a 
conerete form which the creative 
energy of man would to his will. 

The success of the league does not 
depend solely on the wisdom and 
skill of the executive and staff; the 
event will be determined by the 
elarity and intelligence of public 
opinion behind the movement, and 
in the formation of public opinion 
men in public life have a grave, 
responsibility which the volatile 
mind of Mr. Church seems incapable 
of comprehending.
